He was arrested and they 
recovered his iPhone. 

On it, they discovered 
a number of indecent 
images. Twenty one 
were of Category A, the 
most serious, 29 were 
Category B and five of C. 

“They were a mixture 
of static and moving 
images. 

“On the phone were 
recordings of discussions 
with a number of men. 


There was no evidence of 


him trading the images,” 
said Mr Roberts. 

The court was told 
that, when interviewed, 
Jones said: “No 
comment” to all 
questions. 

Nick Hartland, his 
solicitor, said: “All the 
offences relate to girls, 
not boys. He accepts that 
because of his previous 
convictions, which are 
aggravating features, it is 
inevitable the court 
considers an immediate 
term of imprisonment.” 

In the past, said Mr 
Hartland, he had 
complied with a sex 
offender programme, but 
he failed to modify his 
behaviour. 

He said he had served 
with the military, but 
struggled with civilian 
life. 

The convictions, he 
said, meant he would 
lose his accommodation. 

“He is now at the 
crossroads of his life,” he 
added. 

Jones was ordered to 
register upon his release 
as a sex offender for 10 
years.

Is Porthcawl 
cycle path the 
right idea?

by the Wales Audit 
Office (WAO). 

Quite an achievement 
and yet another reason 
and argument to make 
the stance of the Vale 
Council being a stand- 
alone council. 

Perhaps the Welsh 
Government should 
compare this council 
against others 
particularly the larger 
ones.

For 
the WAO, the national 
body responsible for this

celebrated his 50th 
anniversary in 
2012, the release of 
Skyfall meant that 
there was more 
than just the usual 
level of interest in 
Britain’s finest 
cinematic export. 

A global box office of 
over $1 billion later, and 
Skyfall went from being 
another Bond film to a 
phenomenon in its own 
right. 

With star Daniel 
Craig and director Sam 
Mendes returning, 
Bond’s latest outing, 
Spectre, comes with the 
weight of expectation as 
the events of Skyfall are 
further explored. A 
cryptic message from the 
past leads Craig’s Bond 
to Mexico City and 
Rome. 

When he infiltrates a 
secret meeting, 007 
uncovers the existence 
of the sinister 
organisation Spectre, and 
along with Madeleine 
Swann (Lea Seydoux), 
he discovers a 
connection between 
himself and Oberhauser 
(Christoph Waltz), the 
man he seeks... 

It’s clear from 
Spectre’s opening, a 
bravura tracking shot set 
amidst Mexico’s Day of 
the Dead celebrations, 
that Sam Mendes and 
company aren’t resting 
on any laurels. 

If that film set the bar 
for Bond openings, then 
Spectre raises it, a 
wonderful set-piece that 


Remembrance 


sets the tone for what 
follows in a film that 
acts as both a round-up 
of the Craig-era 
adventures of 007 and a 
wonderful entry in the 
overall canon. 

The tone of the Daniel 
Craig’s era as Bond has 
been realism, grounding 
the character 
emotionally and 
delivering stories that 
reflect the society we 
live in today. With 
Spectre’s plot of a global 
terrorist group working 
amongst us, and with a 
sub-plot surrounding 
surveillance and the 
necessity (or lack of) in 
basing decisions on 
computer, rather than 
human, judgement, the 
film is certainly steeped 
in realism. 

Yet there is also a 
lightness of touch 
present, a dash of Roger 
Moore to add to the 
Sean Connery stoicism 
we’ve seen so far. 

For Bond aficionados 
there are plenty of 
callbacks to previous 
entries to the series, and 
it’s a pleasure to see the 
film, having used 
previous outings to

of a healthy and balanced 
diet. 

“This will lead to a 
reduction in overall 
demand for sugary 
snacks and drinks, 
meaning less get 
produced as the market 
for these products 
shrinks and eating habits 
change. 

“In fact, the overall 
amount of sugar we 
consume as a nation has 
been falling for a while. 

“Attempting to coerce 
people’s diets through a 
regressive tax could hit 
the least well-off the 
hardest. 

“It may not in fact 
change peoples’ 
behaviour when it comes 
to buying fizzy drinks 
and sweets. 

“Moreover, the effect 
could be that some 


groups continue to buy 
these products and then 
compensate by buying 
cheaper, poorer-quality 
products in other areas of 
their diet. 

“This could lead to an 
increased consumption 
of fast foods and ready 
meals, which may be 
perceived as more 
affordable. As such, 
there could be further 
implications for public 
health not fully 
considered by those who 
would advocate a ‘sugar 
tax’. 

“This really is a hare- 
brained idea and seems 
to be more about the 
public profile of Mr 
Oliver than about 
changing our dietary 
habits for the long-term. 
This is best achieved 
through education and 
awareness.”

children, and christened 
Horace (he changed his 
name to Horatio around 
1777 — this is when it is 
first used in official 
documentation). 

His father and 
grandfather were 
clergymen, as was a 
brother, but he, despite 
being a weakly youth, 
was sent to sea, where 
he promptly suffered 
from seasickness. 

Dr Puntis charted 
Nelson’s early naval 
career, where his rise 
from midshipman to 
Post Captain over eight 
years was punctuated by 
bouts of serious illness, 
probably recurring 
malaria, which was 
contracted in the East 
Indies. 

There were romantic 
interludes with several 
ladies, including 16- 
year-old Mary Simpson, 
with whom Nelson was 
said to be infatuated, 
but it was to the widow 
Frances (Fanny) Nisbet 
that he was married in 
1787. Prince William 
Henry gave the bride 
away and signed as a 
witness. 

The French 
Revolution was soon 
followed by war 
between France and 
Great Britain, which 
gave Nelson the 
opportunity to shine as a 
man of action. 

He lost the sight of 
his right eye at the siege 
of Calvi when stones 
and grit were thrown 
into it as a cannon ball 
struck a nearby rock.

Flawed in love, 
a genius in war 


belief, Nelson never 
wore a patch over the 
eye; there was no 
obvious damage to it, 
apart from pupil 
dilation. The Battle of 
St Vincent (1797) 
enhanced his reputation, 
but later that year he 
was shot in the arm at 
Santa Cruz, which 
resulted in an 
amputation above the 
elbow. 

A further injury was 
sustained in 1798 at the 
Battle of the Nile, when 
a blow to his head 
caused a laceration 
which bled profusely. A 
flap of skin fell over his 
left eye, making Nelson 
think he had been 
blinded. 

After his victory on 
the Nile, the Admiral 
went to Naples to 
recuperate. It was there 
that he met Emma 
Hamilton, wife of Sir 
William, the British 
Ambassador to Naples. 
They soon fell in love 
and their affair seems to 
have been tolerated, and 
perhaps even 
encouraged, by the 
elderly Sir William, 
whose own health was 
now failing and who 
longed for retirement. 

Hamilton showed 
nothing but admiration 
and respect for Nelson, 
and vice versa. Emma 
Hamilton and Horatio 
Nelson admired each 
other to the point of 
adulation. 

Nelson accompanied 
the Hamiltons on an 
overland trip back to 
Great Britain. 


A daughter, Horatia, 
born in 1801, was 
conceived on the 
journey. Later in the 
same year, at the Battle 
of Copenhagen, Nelson 
famously, when ordered 
by signal flags to 
discontinue the action, 
lifted his telescope up to 
his blind eye and said: 
“T really do not see the 
signal”. 

Nelson left his wife 
and purchased a house 
called Merton Place. 
There he lived openly 
with Emma and Sir 
William in a ménage a 
trois that fascinated the 
public. 

Sir William died in 
1803. Nelson continued 
to live in the house with 
Emma and Horatia, 
until he left in 
September 1805 for 
Portsmouth, whence he 
departed for victory and 
death in the Battle of 
Trafalgar. 

The story of the 
romance of Horatio 
Nelson and Emma 
Hamilton lives on, two 
people described by 
contemporaries as a 
man whose “general 
appearance was that of 
an idiot, until he spoke,” 
and “the fattest woman 
I’ve ever laid eyes on”.
